Nineteen  managers  have  been  at  the  helm  of  the  Red  Sox  since  the  team  was  organized  back  in  1901.  The  present 
leader.  Manager  Joe  Cronin,  and  Bill  Carrigan  tie  for  record  of  longest  service — seven  years — but  Cronin’s  has  been  an 
uninterrupted  term  while  Carrigan  served  two  terms  of  four  and  three  years,  respectively.  Cronin  is  now  in  his  eighth 
year  as  pilot  of  the  Sox.  Other  managers  were  James  J.  Collins,  Chick  Stahl,  George  Huff,  Robert  Unglaub,  James  Mc¬ 
Guire,  Fred  Lake,  Pat  Donovan,  J.  Garland  Stahl,  John  J.  Barry,  Ed  Barrow,  Hugh  Duffy,  Frank  Chance,  Lee  Fohl, 
Charles  Wagner,  John  F.  Collins,  Marty  McManus  and  Stanley  Harris.  The  team  has  won  the  American  League  title 
six  times;  twice  under  the  guidance  of  Jimmy  Collins,  twice  under  Bill  Carrigan  and  once  each  under  Ed  Barrow  and  Jake 
Stahl.

seventh,  three  times  and  eighth,  10  times.  The  highest  percentage  made  by  the  club  was  .691  in  1912  while 
the  lowest  was  .279  in  1932.

Boston  pitching  has  enjoyed  glorious  days  in  the  past  and  no  less  than  eight  men  who  have  worn  the  colors  of  the  Red 
Sox  have  turned  in  no-hit,  no-run  games.  Of  the  eight,  Denton  T.  “Cy”  Young  and  Hubert  “Dutch”  Leonard  contributed 
two  apiece.  Young  pitched  his  no-hitters  as  a  member  of  the  Sox  in  1904  and  1908,  while  Leonard  turned  in  his  two 
performances  in  1916  and  1918.  Other  Sox  hurlers  to  pitch  no-hit,  no-run  games  and  the  years  they  turned  the  trick 
follow:  Jesse  Tannehill,  1904;  Bill  Dinneen,  1905;  Joe  Wood,  1911;  George  Foster,  1916;  Ernie  Shore,  1917;  Howard 
Ehmke,  1923.

BATTING  CHAMPIONS 

The  Boston  Red  Sox  have  produced  three  American  League  batting  champions,  Dale  Alexander  in  1932  with  a  mark 
of  .367;  Jimmie  Foxx  in  1938  with  an  average  of  .349,  and  Teddy  Williams  in  1941  with  the  grand  figure  of  .406.  The 
Sox  have  another  batting  king  in  Hugh  Duffy,  veteran  coach,  who  holds  the  all  time  mark  of  .438,  set  in  1894.  Foxx  has 
been  batting  king  twice,  once  while  a  member  of  the  Athletics  in  1933.  His  total  that  year  was  .356.  Foxx  was  home 
run  king  four  times — in  1939  with  Boston  and  in  1932,  1933  and  1935  with  the  Athletics.  In  addition  to  batting  .406  in 
1941,  Williams  also  carried  off  the  home  run  title  with  37  blows.
